I paid $54 to brew the beer and 
congratulated myself on getting 
almost six cases of beer so cheap. 
But I had forgotten that 1 had to 
pay for the bottles that I would be 
using. They cost another S3 1.75. 
But the total of $85.75 is still 
cheaper than buying beer at the 
Beer Store. 


The final stage was bottling the 
beer. This was the only part of the 
process I did myself. It was the 
most boring part and screwing on 
the beer bottle lids for two bouts 
really hurts the hands. 

As 1 lugged the cases down the 
stairs to the car, I felt proud of 
myself, even though I hadn’t done 

The only problem now was find- 
ing a place to store all my beer. 

Finally I got to taste my beer and 
my satisfaction was only marred 
by the fact my friend got to sam- 
ple it first because the beer was 
stored at his house but he did warn 
me it was better if you poured it 
into a glass first. 

I have compared my Mousehead 
to Mooschead beer and found that 
they do taste similar but mine is 
still a little sweeter.
